opidento of diphtheria envolving 40 patients, the larger part 
being carrier, ami ell cleared up under penicillin therapy. 

There were apprexteately 65 eases of therapeutic poison- 
ing, @ubfettetine and 18 cases, three of which diced, of agram- 
loaytopenia malignant following the edvext of the sulfadiasine 
Prophylasis Program em the Training Center. 

With the clesing of the resruit training camp: at U. S. 
Naval Training Center ami the admission of patients fron crer- 
seas the cempesite ploture ef the Hospital changed froa acute 
cases to chronic cases. The Dermatology Service grew fron one 
wari to seven wards ami the G.I. service increased from half a 
ward to three wards. The remainier of the oases on the medical 
service were chronic diseases such as: cartiac diseaces, diseases 
of the lung, vascular system, central nervous systen , peripheral 
nervous system, urivary system, muscular aysten, arthritis of 021 
types, filerdasis, maleria, ani intestinal parasites.

One 
ottioar and twenty corpamen made up the otaff, about half 
of which wore trained laboratory technictans. The laboratory 
imedtately enbarked on a busy achetule during the first yoar 
of ites operation, performing 111, 217 test Proceduse of all 
types. Daring this dame period the assigned work was per- 
formed in eight roms in cas of the wings of the "5" section 
of the Hospital, the marguo qni the animal house located be- 
bind the Hespitel, 4 special feature cf the laboratory was an 
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During the peried of the laberatery's operation it was designated 
by the Bureau of Medicine ami Surgery as a school for the treining 
of medical technologists. Bvery three months four or nore now stul- 
ents entered the course of stwly ami trained for a period of six 
months. Sixty-aix stutemts received diplomas tn medical technology 
fron this instiintiom, 

In general, the laboratery has performed nearly all conceivable 
laboratory procntures, ether than the more couplex hornone analysis. 

Catcdntiont smd InePattont, Departarnt 

The Out-Patdent and In-Patient Departments af the U. S, Raval 
Hospitel, Farragut, ‘Téahe, opened on 1 February 1943 for the care 
of eligible Navy, Const Guard and Barine depentonts. 

This departuant had a bed capacity of 32 patients excluding 
all new born tables, eonsisting of two, two bel rooms; one, four 
bed sclarina; ons, five bed wands oix, onp bed roves; three, three 
bed wardss one pediatric four infant crib ward and a twelve bacsinet 
uureery. In addition a delivery roo with stawdard equipment ani the 
other necessary rooms are in this departeent. 

Ono medical offieer, assisted ty e staff of 12 Navy mrses, 
nine Taves and two carpamen carry on the work of the two mits. 

The Out-Pattent Department was located in the surgical wing 
of the U. S. Maval Hospitel, The Out-Patient portion of this wing 
consisted of two fully equipped consultations und treatasxt roona 
for medical, surgieal, obstetrical, end gymecclogical cases} In 
addition there was cue pediatric treatment and waiting room, 
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active Blood Bank. Volunteer donors, Peosiving no poyment, were 
reoruited from the stuieats of the Hounital carps School. The 
Blood Bank Prepared end stored whole Mood and in addition pro- 
cessed blood for the preparation af liquid Plasma. During 1943, 
46 transfusions of whole teed, 500 cso. each, were given; 144 
unite of plasma, 250 o.0. per unit, were also dispensed. 

Tn 1944, the work of the laboratory increased steadily ani 
the personne! mounted to about 30. For 1944, 124,779 procedures 
were accomplished. The Blood Bank gave 249 transfusions of whole 
blood end 335 unite of plasma, in November of 1944 additional 
Space was granted the laboratery in tw places, A large coon 
in the Admtesten Batiding was allotted to the labcratory, a 
branch laboratery, performing stantard heantology Procedures 
ad urinalyaig, was opened in the new Out-Patient Building in 
Farragut Village. ‘The more complex laboratory procedures de- 
maniel ty the Out-Pationt Deperteent coutimed to be referred 
‘to the main laboratery, 

In the fizet ten months of 1945, the laboratory performed 
81,469 procedures emt the Blood Bank gave 153 shcle bicod trans 
fusions anf 150 plasma waite, With the closing of the Hospital 
Corpe School im Geptesber 1945, the operation of the Bloc Bank 
was discmatimed. ransfusions were Ccatimed on a professional 
donor basis and prepared places was obtained from other sources.

4 Civilian Dispensary wes also maintained in Farragut 
Village. This was manned by one part-time Medical Officer, 
one Navy nurse ani one ave. 

Replacing the Out-Patient Department in the U. S. Naval 
Hospital and the Bivilian Dispensary, the Civilian Annex Dis- 
Pensary located in Yarragut Village, just adjacent to the main 
gate of the U. 8. Naval Genter, was opened en 13 November 1944. 

The clinie is nenned by four regularly assigned Medical 
Officers, = full-time imterne, two Navy mrses, une Chief Phern- 
aciste Nate, six corpsmen, and three Waves. ‘The Chief Pharna- 
cist Mate is detailed an Adainiatrative Asalstant, « registered 
Pharmacist anf laboratory technician are detailed to the pharmacy 


and to the laberatery, four corpenen are detailed to anbulance 


driving and three Waves sre detailed to the Appointaent Office. 

‘The pharmacy ie equipped to £111 ol) routine prescriptions 
fer patients amd stock presariptions for use in the clinic. 

The laboratery 1s equipped for routine laboratory proce- 
dures. Specialised laboratory procedures and X-rays are done 
at the U. Ss Havel Hospital. 

‘The office keeps a recerd of each patient including a con- 
Plete history, all examinations, treatments, laboratory tests 
and other data. 

On 16 June 1945 the In-Pationt Department was noved to the 
Civilian Annex Hospital in Perragut Village. This Department 
cooupies the two previously umeed wings of the building. One 
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wing 1s devoted to ebatetrical cases ani inclu'ss four, two bed 
Yoomsy one, four bed wards two lebar rooms; one fully equipped 
delivery roca a sixteen bassinet mrsery with formls galley; 
supply room equipped with an autoclave; utility room ani five 
beads, 

The other wing 1s devoted to surgica) ani medical cases ant 
tnelndes one, four bed wards one two bed roca; three private rooms 
which can be tsed es feclation rooms when mcessary; four heads 
and a utility ree. Surgery coouples the far ent of this wing 
and consists of an operating roca, serub roca, supply room and 
doctor's dreseing room, 

An additional Peddetric ward was eided in Septenber 1945 to 
take care of the increased mumber of children aduitted to the 


hospital, This ward bas four cribe with an atequate supply of 
clothing ant blankets for children of o12 ages. A pediatrician 
is in charge. 

‘The In-Patiout Departeent is staffed by thirteen Navy murses, 
five corpanen, ten Waves aml 1s supervised by the Medical Officer 
in charge of the cliate,

When the Pharmacy degen full operetions in January 19¢5 it 
employed a eteff of eight registered pharmacists, In its initial 
year, the pharmacy filled 22,875 prescriptions. In 1944 the 
number of pressriptions compounded rose to 34,512, By the de- 
Ginning of the lest quarter of 1945, 30,488 Prescriptions had been 
filled, 


Penicillin was first used in October of 1943 and roughly 


200 viels were @epensed for the three-month period, In 1944 
roughly one-half bil%inn units {258,000 smpuis) were used and about 
26,000 empuls heve been used so far in 1%5, 
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Tn 1944 more than 5,000 tablets wore used per week: and 
with the inoressing uss of Penicillin, the use dropped to 
epproximately 1,000 teblets Per week.

Welfere Department fund have Anoreased the book collection to 
9,200; flotio and Ron-fiction, coverigg almost every field or 
reading. I¢ recently soquired over 200 school catalogs; they heve 
been of speoial interest to the men planning to return to achool 
under the GI Bill of Rights, 

The litrary subssribes to fifty-five popular magazines and 
sixteen of the country’s Isading newspapers, Meny "gift" books 
md several "gift" magazine subseriptions have edded veriety 
to the colleation. Subsriptions to five and tem copies of the 
periodicel « allew for distribution in the wards. 

A reguler procrem of ward wrk was sterted in December 1943; 
phasis bein; plesed om warde where the patients ere predon- 
inately bed-patients, When enough help was provided, every ward 
was visited once a week; thie @et—up- continued until lest month 
when ward work to the I seetion was discontinued; the many up- 
patients preferred to come to the library.

When the Homital was near Completion a Stromberg Carlen 
PEX ewitch wag instelled by the Interstete Telephone Canpeny. 

‘The Hospital at this time, J-moery 1945, wae smell, md 5. 
wes the suitehboard., It had only four phanes; the Comman di ng 
Officer querters, his offieesthe information desk, and the 
epoounting office. 

Thia situetion econ improved end by March 1945, the 100 
lines on the Mret POX, switchboard were used up end a second 
position became necessary, It whe installed on Nerch 17, 1943, and 
this second 100 lines were used up as the board becrme busier, 

Still the Hogpitel grew: end with it, the switchboard, 

The number of calla had inoreased to a point mhere two operators 
could not handle the treffie. A detailed study by a peg-county 
expert, revealed that 648 calls pev hour of various types wore 
being handled by the operators, making a total of over 5,000 calis 
between the Fours of 0800 and 1600, A third position beorme 
Necessary and was installed in August, 1944, 

Three separate PEX boards would heve been difficult to handle, 
s¢ they were incorporated into a three-pesition multiple switeh- 
board, Still the traffic inorersed as many as G40 ealls per hour 
being hendled botmeen 0600 end 1600 in on everage day. A fourth 
Position was contemplated and its instellation was becoming imminent 
when V-J Gey arrived. Then elowly and steadily it began to ense off 
Gs the Hospital oomplement diminished. 


During ell twenty-four hours of the day there is at least 


one operator on duty to perform the Recessary services, 
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Tne U. S. Navel Hos-ital Corpa Sehool, Ferragut, Idaho, 


was ostablighed and ccmeissatoned on Tenuary 4, 1945, with Ceptain 
H, S. Herding (40), Uf, as Commanding Officer, who wae 
succeeded by Gaptain A, C, aaith (MC), Uay, on 8&3 April 1945, 

The steff for this estivity began to arrive September 1942, 

A six-week Course was estoblished with the original clnsa of 
500 mon quartered in Camp Peterson on the USN Center, on Jenuary 
Lith 1965 they moved into the Present school barracks, January 
25th, the meas hall at the Neve) Hospital was Opened, thua enotling 
the Ben to obtein more convenient menl service. 

Three weeks after the original oless errived, the second class 
of 300 men began their schooling, Thue a rotation wes set up, 
whereby SOO men greductoa every three weeks and a new class took: 
their plece. These men Concentrated on the fo lowing subjects 
during their aix-seek etey: Anatomy ena Physiology, First Aid ana 
Minor Surgery, Weights end Mesmres, Chemicon] Werf-re, Keteria 
Medica, Bygiene ma Senitation, ena Nursing. The students were 
given their instruation by the officers, nurses and enlisted staff, 
whioh numbered thirty-eight, 

The first cless graduated February 12, 1945, and since that 
tine 94 classes heve received their initial Corps training here, 


Each ¢lacs was given a fomel @Paduetion in the School's Auditcrium,

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In October 1943, the student body wae enlarged frem 600 
to 800 end one of the barracks of the Hospital was used to quarter 
the increases 

During the three years, the length of the course was chm ged 


from 6 weeks to 8 weeks, 18 weeks, 16 weeks end finnily beck to 
7 woekos 


Late in 1944, the staff was increased to include nine officoro, 


ten nurses end fifty enlisted men. Pharmnoy, chemistry and 
vacteriology, with appropriate laboratories, were added to the 
curriculum, At this time the staff nuibered 15 registered 
Phermeoists, 8 mortictens, all qualified reguler Navel Personnel, 
end meny men whose previous profession has been teaching. 

When the eehool wes operating at capacity, the erroliment wes 
over 1000, Tho last oless graduated October 86, 1945, and 
one hundred ond ten future corpmen wore sent to the various 
Navel Hospitels. 

The offieial decommissionirg of the Corps School was October 
Sl, 1845, Over 17,000 trained corpmien ‘ave passed through the 
portals of thie navel institution.
